1. The objective of iffPILLAR la to promote the development 
of Asian nations along deaoormtie aati-Coonuniat lines by providing 
the organiaat lonal instruments, the knowledge, and resources through 
which required leadership and Influence nay develop. Its overt 
mission, as stated in its California articles of incorporation , and 
its covert mission are included in the Administrative Plan, paragraphs 
30 and 31 .

2. In April 1951, the Agency initiated Project MFUIAR to 
aid in the creation of private action institutions aad groups in Asia 
vhiffh would provide expanding opportu nitie s for Aslans and thus 
counteract the appeal of (wataamlsa. B83PHIAR has won vldeapread 
recognition and acceptance in Asia and is now conducting programs 
through resident representatives la every major Asian nation from 
Japan through Afghanistan, except Burma and Indonesia.

3 . The present paragraph 13 contains adequate authority for 
DTPILLAB, subject to Agency controls, to treat bona fids contributions 
as supplements to its budget. It reads as follows: 

" 13 . Bor a fide contribution* offered to OTPH1AR 
say be accepted by that organisation as supplements to 
its budget with the approval of GA Staff. If such 
contribution is designated for a purpos e whi ch coincides 
with a specific activity programmed by DTPIUAS, then 
such contribution shall be offset against the budgeted 
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allotment for that activity. However, such 
designated contributions my be used to supplement the 
OTPItJAR budget with the concurrence of the Comptroller. 

CA Staff flhan determine the bulge tary status of such 
contributions. Identification of, and subsequent 
accounting for these funds shall be made by DEPILIAR 
In its regular financial statements . " 

Ihe purpose of the Am e n d m e nt to paragraph 13 is to establish 
a pro cedure with respect to bona fide contributions received by 
CSS’Z&ZAB. Without this procedural refine aeat, unnecessary and 
burdensome procedures would be placed on DTP 1 XIAR and CA Staff.
